Abstract of a Report-by the Chairman of the District Roail Cess Committee, Monghyr, on the 
Committee’s operation for the cess ycar 1879-30. 





Tnx {ess Act has worked well ; nearly the whole of the cess demand for the yoar was 
realized, as well as*the greater part of the outstanding bulance of the previous yeur, 

Some of the members of the District’Committce, who live at 2 distunee from Monghyr, 
did not attend a siygle committee meeting ; on every occasion, however, there W 
sufficient number of members present to form a quorum. ‘he attendance at me 
of the Branch Commi:tee was not satisfactbry. 

‘Three or four of the lurge@chemes could not be taken in hand as the necessary revision 
of the estimates could aot be effected, owing to frequent chat in the engineering staff. 
A considerable sum was expended on village roads in all parts of the district with’ much 
advantage, avd several of tre planters and zemindars in the Begusorai sub-division afforded 
much help i, looking after the roads, ‘Trec-planting was not extensively carricd out during 
the year: nearly Rs. 1,060 were spent, however, in maintaining the young trees which 
beenplanted, and in replacing those which had died, Gencrally speaking, the rodds iu this 
district have ayenucs already in various stages of growth. 

‘The condition of the rpads is generally fuir : roany roads are exceptiveally good, acd 
somie mpguire extensive repairs, ie,

‘Gur body of the cvss-payers understand the objects of the cess and are satisfied. The 
payments have deer almost as regular asthose of the land revenue. ‘The attendance at tho 
meetings. of the District Committee was fair, and the Branch Committee at Banka, 
Muechpural, and Soopole worked remarkably well, The Sudder Branch Committee ‘was 
cstublished late in the year, aud their attention wap taken up ig devising works fur the 
future, 

Very little progress was made in original works, ns the estimates were sanctioned lute 
in the year : in some instances the eontraetors failed to carry out works, Nearly, the 
whole of the ullotments for village roads in Mudchpurah and+ Soopule were spent, whilst 
in Banka the expenditure execeded the grant. Six new villuge read’ were ‘opened out in 
the Mudchpurah sub-division, and cleven in Soopole, Kruit-trees wero plantede on the 
sides of four roads in the Sudder sub-division, as well as on the sides of the.roads at the 
head-quarter stations of Soopole and Mudchpurah, wud forr nursery gardens wore estabs 
lished during the year. This is the first year, however, in which’ orhoricufture received 
uttention, ” 

The condition of the roads has been much improved, and the bulk of tiw roads are now 
in drivable order, : 

Changes were effected in the Eugincering establishment under the Committee. It 
is yet too early to give any decided opinion of the result, but that from tho short 
experience ulzeady had, the Committee have reason to congratulate themselves ou the 
changes.

‘Tue Chairman states that he has nothing to’add to his remark of the previous ycar in 
regard to the roud cess, viz. that M is not absolutely unpopular. ‘The cesswas paid in with 
punetuslity. 

‘The District Committee worked satisfactorily, aud the average attendance at the mect- 
ings was, on the whole, fair. Tbe Branch Committees at Arrareah and Kishoregunge did uot 
prove as useful, as might be desired, owing to the frequent changes of Sub-divisional 
Offccrs. 

All the important roads in the district have improved, but some of the second andghird 
class roads have deteriorated for want of repairs for the last two ycars, and measurcs 
are beivg taken to put ali tho existing roads in fair order. Advances were mado 
for expenditure on village roads in the Sudder and Arrarcah sub-divisions, but the parties 
to whom the advances were made refunded considerable sums after doing little or nothing,

Tue District Committee held five meetings, and some of the members huve given much 
assistance in supervising the repairs of roads in their ncighbourhood. ‘The damages done 
tothe roads, bridges, and culverts, by the inundation of August 1879, ere thoroughly 
repaired, aud the roads have been much {mproved. Residents who ean be relied on for 
carrying out the repairs of villege roads in their neighbourhood were invited tu apply for 
grants, and the applications conscquontly were more frequent than hitherto.

Abstract of a report by the Depuly Commissioger of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, on the operations 
for the cess year 1879-80, 


+ ‘Tax Cess Act is not in force in this district; tht income of the districts is made 
up qf an aunual grant-in-aid from Government amounting to Rs. 25,000, with a local 
income mainly derived from the road ‘fund of Goverumgnt estates and the annual rent 
of road side lands and trees. ‘The funds are administered by the Deputy Commisfioner. 

Several of the roads are reported to have been much improved ; roads Nos. 11,17, and 18, 
howgver, Which run through he Government Estate, Daminkoh, could not be properly 
maintained for waut of funds. There are ouly four village roads jn this district, aud they 
were pssperly maintained aud repaired. Fruit trees have been extensively planted in the 
head-quarters sub-division on the sides of three roads, as wellas on the Dumka station_ 
roads; but very little was doue im this direction in the Deoghur, Godda, and Rajmehal 
sub-divisious; arrangements have been made to give the matter increased attention in 
future.

2+ Road ess Act.—The Road Coss Act scems to have worked well in all tho districts 
where it is in force, and I have nothing to add to what has been said in previons year’s 
reports ou this subject, ‘Ihe collections made during the year were fair, and reached the 
fixed standard 

3, Working of District aud Branch Road Committics.—All District Rond Committees 
worked satisfactorily during the year. ‘The Branch Committees also appear to have 
generally donc good work. :

11. It will not be out of place here to bring to the nutice of Government the 
instructions whieh were issued by me during the year on the question of village roids, 

More attention should be paid to the construction and maintenance of short village 
roads, joining rural villages to district roads and to important places, such ,as hfs, 
bazars, thaunas, kuteheries, pounds, gud post-oflices. Not of courve that expensive new 
roads should be made where there is no fund for the maintenanes of existing ones, but 
T refer to small expenditure, which goes a long way to improve existing roads, aml which 
iy greatly valued by the people. 

“Ysuggest and press upon you to place a sum of rnpees one thousand (i 
over and above what you may Be able "to allot to the Branch Commitice 
Dudgetted works, at the disposal of cach sub-divisional offcer to be expended 
ersonully on suitable works during his tour, not exceeding in cost rupees one hundred 
(Rs. 100), for cach road (see paragraph 3 of Government, Revenue Department, cireular
